Licensing Conditions for import of (a) fertilizer 
(MOP) and (by Services necessary for the transport¬ 
ation of the fertilizer to ports in India from Japan 
under Japanese Grant Aid for 1986-87 of Yen 600 
million (600,000,000). 

Section I—General Conditions 

I(i) The Japanese Grant Aid for 1986-87 of 
yen 600 million (C&F) is intended to be used for 
financing payments to Japanese Suppliers for inport 
of fertilizer (MOP) and services necessary for the 
portation thereof to ports in India. 

I(ii) The import of fertilizer (MOP) is covered 
under OGL. 

I(ih) The fertilzer (MOP) should be procured 
only from Japan uner this Grant Aid. 

I(iv) The contract should provide for payment on 
cash basis i.e. on presentation of shipping documents 
by the Japanese suppliers to the Bank of India, 
Tokyo. It should also provide for tlie period of deli¬ 
very as follows : - - 

“delivery to be completed by 15-3-1988”. 

I(v) The contract value (C&F basis only) should 
be expressed in Yen fraction of Yen should be 
omitted) and should exclude Indian Agents Commis¬ 
sion, if any. In no circumstances the coniract value 
should be expressed in any other currency. The FOB 
cost and freight amount should be shown separately 
but it should be clarified in the contract itself whe- 
iher the freight will be payab'c on actual basis or whe¬ 
ther the freight charges indicated therein would be the 
payable irrespective of the actual charges. 

T(vi) The purchase contract should be entered into 
cnlv with the Japanese nationals or Japanese judi¬ 
cial persons controlled by Japanese Physical persons. 

Section II. The following provision should be speci¬ 
fically incorporated in the supply contract 


ll(i) The contracts arranged In accordance with 
the Agreement dated the 30th March, 1987 between 
the Gvernment of India and. Japan concerning the 
Grant Aid of Yen 600 million for 1986-87 and will 
be subject to the approval of both the Governments. 

11(h) Payments to the suppliers shall be made 
through an “Authorisation to pay” (A|P) which 
will be issued by the Controller of Aid Accounts and 
Audit, Ministry of Finance Department of Economic 
Affairs UCO Banks Building Parliament Street, 5few 
Delhi-110001 in favour of the Bank of India Tokyo 
under the Japanese Grant Aid for 1986-87. 

II (iii) The Japanese suppliers agree to furnish 
such information and documents as may he required 
by the Government of India on the one hand and the 
Government of Japan, on the other. 

II (iv) The Japanese supplier agree to make ship¬ 
ping arrangements in consultation with the Embassy 
of India, Tokyo and that for this purpose he would 
keep the Embassy of India Tokyo informed of the 
delivery schedule of the goods involved and notify 
the Embassy of India at least six weeks in advance of 
the shipping required so that suitable arrangements 
should be made. In exceptional cases where the im¬ 
porter require it this period of notice may be reduc¬ 
ed. The Japanese supplier should also agree to send a 
cable advice to the importer after each shipment giv¬ 
ing the necessary details and a copy thereof should 
be sent to the Embassy of India Tokyo. 

Section III—Contract Approval by Government of 
India and Japan. 

III (i) As soon as the orders are finalised, the 
importer should forward to the Under Secretary (TC) 
Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance 
North Block New Delhi five copies of the contract 
duly signed by both parties or purchaser orders by the 
Indian importer placed on the Japanese suppliers 
supported by order confirmation in writing by the 
Japanes supplier of their photo copies complete in 
all respects together with two copies of the “request 
for issue ctf AJP as in the form at Annex 1. The above 
procedure will also apply to all Contract amendments 
causing essential modifications to the contents of 
contracts or in its price. 

lll(ii) The Ministry of Finance (DEA) Japan Sec¬ 
tion will arrange to send 2 copies of the contract to 
the Government of Japan for their approval for fin¬ 
ancing under the Japanese Grant Aid for 1986-87 
of Yen 600 million, and one set of the documents 
mentioned in (i) above will also be sent to the 
CAA&A and the Embassy of India Tokyo simulta¬ 
neously. 

lTI(iii) On receipt of the contract approval from 
the Government of Japan the Japan Section of the 
Department of Economic Affairs Ministry of Finance 
North Block will inform the Controller of Aid Ac¬ 
counts and Audit Department of Economic Affairs, 
Ministry of Finance UCO Bank Building Parliament 
Street, New Delhi-110001 of the same who will issue 
an ‘Auhorisation to Pay” (A|P) to the Bank of India 
Tokyo in the form at Anncxure II for making pay¬ 
ment to the Japanese supplier. Copies of the A|P will

be endorsed to the Embassy of India Tokyo the im¬ 
porter, importer’s Bank in India and Japan Section 
Department of Economic Affairs Ministry of Finance. 

Ill (iv) On receipt of the Authorisation to pay 
(A|P) the Bank of India Tokyo will intimate the fact 
of this receipt to the Japanese supplier under intima¬ 
tion to the Government of Japan Embassy of India, 
Tokyo the importers’ Bank in India and the CC&A. 

Ill (v) The Japanese supplier shall, after effect¬ 
ing shipment present through his bankers the do¬ 
cuments specified in the AP to the BOL, Tokyo. If 
the documents aie found to be inorder the Bank 
of India, Tokyo will release the amount specified 
in the documents to the Japanese supplier through 
his bankers, 

III (vi) Banking charges payable to the Bank 
of India, Tokyo for arranging the payment to the 
Japanese supplier shall be settled by the concerned 
importer’s bank in India by remittances to the BOI, 
Tokyo through normal banking channel without 
affecting the Government of India’s account. 

Section IV. Responsibility for rupee deposit. 

IV (i) The original negotiable shipping docu¬ 
ments will be invariaoly forwarded by the Bank 
of India, Tokyo, to the concerned importers hank 
in India which would lie a branch of the State 
Bank of India or any of the nationalised banks as 
mentioned in (O) in Annexure-I who should release 
these negotiable set of documents to the importer 
concerned only after ensuring that the rupee equiva¬ 
lent of the Yen Payments made to the japanses sup¬ 
plier alongwith interest charges theieon calculated ai 
the rate of 12% per annum for the first thirty days 
and at 18% for the period in excess thereof teckon- 
ed from the date of payment by the Bank of India, 
Tokyo to the Japanese Supplier to the date of actual 
rupee deposit, is deposited into Government of 
India account in terms of the Public Notice No. 81- 
ITG (PN)|83 dated 10-8-83 and No. 35|1TC (PN) | 
83- dtd. 26-8-83. The interest is payable for both 
the days i.e. the day on which payment is made 
to the Japanses supplier and also the day on which 
rupee deposited is made into Government ac¬ 
count vide Public Notice No. 74-ITO(PN) |74 dated 
31-5-1974 as modified under Public Notice No. 
103-ITC(PN) 176 dated 12-10-1976. The exchange 
rate to be adopted for computing the rupee equiva¬ 
lent of the Yen Payment will be the prevailing com¬ 
posite rate of exchange as laid down in CCI&E Pub¬ 
lic Notice No. 8-ITC(PN)[76 dated 17-1-1976 or 
as may be notified by Government from time to time 
through Public Notices of the CCI&E or through Ex¬ 
change control circulars of the Reserve Bank of 
India. Any change in this regard as also in regard to 
the rate of interest will he notified as and when 
necessary, it will be the responsibility of the Indian 
bank concerned to ensure that the amounts due are 
correctly deposited into Government Account before 
the import documents are handed over to the im- 
poitirs The importer should also ensure 'bat the 
amounts due are correctly deposited into Govern¬ 
ment account before taking delivery of the docu¬ 
ments from their bankers. It is the responsibility of 


the importer to ensure that the amounts clue are 
correctly deposited into the Government around 
promptly even when they obtain delivery of the 
goods from the customs authorities without original 
shipping documents under exceptional circumstanc¬ 
es. In case the importer fails to deposit the amounts 
due to Government, before taking delivery of the 
goods, the issue ot lurther "A|P” to him may be 
stopped. The Head of Account to which the above 
rupee deposits should be credited is “K-Deposits 
and ‘ Advances-843-Civil Deposits-Deposits for pur¬ 
chases etc., abroad-put chase under Grant Aid fiom 
the Government of Japan for 1986-87 Grant for put- 
chase of fertilizer’serv ices for the purpose of in¬ 
creasing food production in India. 

IV (ii) The amount referred to above should 
be deposited in cash to the credit of the Govern¬ 
ment either in the Reserve Bank of India. New 
Delhi indicating Code No. 5130000009 on the right 
hand comer of the Chaikin or in the State Bank 
of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi, or if "his is not possi¬ 
ble should be remitted by means of a demand draft 
obtained from any branch of the State Bank of 
India or its subsidiaties or any one of the Nationa¬ 
lised Banks (Drawer) drawn on and made payable 
to the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, 
Delhi-6 (drawee and payee) for credit to Govern¬ 
ment account as contemplated in Public Notices 
No. 184-ITC (PN) 168 dated 30-8-1963, No. 233 1TC 
(PN) 168 dated 24-10-1968 and No. ]32-ITC(PN) (71 
dated 5-10-1971 No. 74-ITC(PN) !71 dated 31-5-1974 
and No. 103-ITC(PN) |75 dated 12-10-1976. 

IV (iii) The concerned bank in India shall also 
furnish such additional deposit in the same * manne? 
stipulated above as may be requested by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India on account of service charges 
within seven days after such a demand is made 
by the Government. While filling in the various 
columns in the Challan if should be ensured by 
the Importers|their bankers that the information 
prescribed in para 2 of Public Notice No. 132-1TC 
(PN) |71 dated 5-10-1971 and also in Public Notice 
No. 74-ITC(PN) !74 dated 31-5-1974 read with Pub- 
lice Notice No. 103-ITC(PN) ]7G dated 
12-10-1976 is mvariably indicated in the column 
“full particulars of remittances and authority (if 
any)” of the challan. The following particulars 
should invariably be furnished in the Treasury 
Challans :— 

(a) Ministry of finance *AJP‘ (Authorisation to 
Pay) No. ;uid Date. 

(b) Amount of Yen Currency in respect of 
which deposits are to be made together 
with rate of conversion adopted. 

(c) Date of payment to the Japanses supplier. 

(cl) The amount of interest paid and the 

period for which it has been calculated. 

(e) Total amount deposited. 

(Interest is fo be calculated lor the period from 
the date of payment to the Japanese supplier uptn 
and inclusive of the date of deposit of rupee 
equivalents into Government Account). 







V (vi) List of Annexures : 


Thereafter the Treasury Challans evidencing the 
rupee deposit should be sent by registered post to 
die CAAA indicating reference to the A|P issued by 
him and also enclosing copies of imoice and ship¬ 
ping documents. 

Note : Importer's Hank in India should ensuie that 
the runes deposits are invariably made 
within 10 days of die receipt of the ad¬ 
vice of payment and negotiable shipping 
documents from the Bank of India, Tokyo 
and that the CAASeA, Ministry of Finance 
(DEA), New Delhi is informed immediate¬ 
ly thereafter. 

IV (iv) The concerned hank in India should also 
endorse the amount ol rupee deposits on the ex¬ 
change control copy of the licence and send the 
requisite “S” Form to the Reserve Bank of India, 
Bombay. 

Section V : Miscellaneous provisions. 

V (i) Reports on die utilisation of the Grant Aid, 

The importers should make separate arrange¬ 
ments to ascertain the amounts and dates of pay¬ 
ments made to the supplier. Late or delayed re¬ 
ceipt of shipping etc. documents by the importers 
Banker will not be acceptable as a reason for 
waiver of partial or full amount of the interest clue 
on the rupee deposits. 

The importer should send a monthly report after 
the A|P has been issued regarding shipments and 
payments mads there against and about the balance 
left, to the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, 
Department of Economic Adairs, Ministry of Finance, 
UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi. 

V.(ii) The importer should apprise the supplier 
of any special provisions in the import of goods 
under this Grant Aid which may affect the suppliers 
in carrying out the transaction. 

V (iii) Disputes. 

It should be understood that the Government of 
India will not undertake any responsibility for 
disputc, if any that may aiise between the im¬ 
porter and the suppliers. The conditions to be ful¬ 
filled by the supplier before payment by the Bank 
of India, Tokyo must he clearly spelt out bv the 
importer in Annexure-I under "Terms of Pay¬ 
ment”. Provision dealing with a settlement of dis¬ 
putes be included in the condition ot contract. 

V (iv) Future Instructions. 

The importer shall promptly comply with any 
directions, instructions o'- orders issued by the 
Government of India from time to time regarding 
any and all matters arising frpm or pet tabling to 
the imports and for meeting all obligations under 
the Grant Aid for 1936 87 from Japan. 

V (v) Breach or violation. 

Any breach or violation of conditions set forth 
in the above clauses will result in appropriate action 
under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act.
